MESSAGE. 
To the House of Representatives of the U. States: 

During the last session, information was given 
to Congress, by the Executive, that measures had 
been taken to ascertain ‘the political, nulitary, 
and civil condition of Texas.’ LT now submit, for 
your consideration, exiracts from the report of 
the agent, who had been appointed to collect it, 
relative to the condition of that country. 

No steps have heen taken by the Executive to- 
wards the acknowledgaient of the independence 
of Texas; and the whol: subjeet would have 
been left without further remark, on the infor- 
mation now given to Congress, were it not that 
the two Houses, at their last session, acting sep- 
arately, passed resolutions ‘that the indepen- 
dence of ‘Texas ought to be acknowledged by 
the United States whenever satisfactory infor- 
mation should be received that it had in success- 
ful operation a civil government capable of per- 
forming the duties and fulfilling the obligations 
of an independent power.’ This mark of inter- 
éat inthe question of the independence of Texas, 
and indication of the views of Congress, make it 
proper that f should, somewhat in detail, present 
the considerations that have governed the Exe- 
ecutive in continining to occupy the ground pre- 
viously taken tu-the contest between Mexico and 
Texas. 

The acknowledgment of a new State as inde- 
pendent and entitled to a place in the family of 
nations, is at all tines an act of great delicacy 
and responsibility ; but more especially so, when 
such State has forcibly separated itself from 
another, of which it had formed an integral part, 
and which still claims dominion over it. A pre- 
maature recognition, under these circumstances, 
if not looked upoa as justifiable cause of war, is 
always liable to be regarded as a proof of an un- 
friendly spirit to one of the contending parties.

selves bound to treat all similar questions. But 
there are circumstances in the relations of the 
two countries which requires us to act, on this 
occasion, with even more thar 
tion, ‘Texas was once claimed ‘as a part of our 
property; and there are those among our citizens 
who, always reluctant to abandon that elaim, ean- 
not but regard with solicitude the prospect of the 
re-union of the territory to this country. A 
large proportion of its civilized inhabitants are 
emigrants trom the United States, speak the same 
language with ourselves, cherish the same prin- 
ciples, political and religions, and are bound to 
many of our citizens by ties of friendship and 
kindred blood; and more than all, it is known 
that the people of that country have instituted 
the same form of Government with our.own, and 
have, since the close of your Jast session, openly 
resolved, on the acknowledgment by us of their 
independence, to seek for admission into the 
Union as one of the Federal States. This last 
circumstance is a matter of peculiar delicacy, and 
forces upon us considerations of the gravest 
character. The title of Texas to the territory 
she claims, is identified with her independence. 
She aska us to acknowledge that title to the ter- 
ritory, with an avowed design to treat immediate- 
ly of its transfer to the United States. It be- 
comes us to beware of a too early movement, as 
it might subject us, however unjustly, to the im- 
putation of seeking to establish the claim of our 
neighbors toa territory, with a view to its snbse- 
quest acquisition by ourselves, Prudence, there- 
fore, seen to dictate that we should still stand 
aloof, and Maintain our present attitude, if not 
unti} Mexico itself, or one of the great foreign 
powers, shall recognize the independence of the 
new Governtuent, at least until the lapse of time 
or the course of events shal] have proved beyond 
cavil or dispute, the ability of the people of that 
country to maintain their separate sovereignty, 
and to upheld the Government constituted by 
them. Neither of the centending parties ean 
justly complain of this course. By pursuing it, 
we are but carrying out the long established pol- 
icy of our Government—a policy which has se- 
cured to us respect and influence abroad, and in-

CASE OF THE FEMALE CAPTIVES. 


The next circumstances which part.cularly ex- 
cited our attention, were those which filled the 
newspapers, not only in this city, but throughout 
this region of the country, during the month of 
August. The following is a faithful statement

On Saturday, July 30th, a brig was observed
